The Association of Norwegian Wom- 


en's union, in nn address to the govern- 
ment nnd the storthing, points out that 
women nre still deprived of civil rights 
nnd nre therefore unnblc to vote. Other- 
wise. Ihe iiddiws says, the women would 
deiiinnslinte thnt the whole Norwegian 
people nre iiiinniinous on the subject in 
favor of the independence, of Norway. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 12—De- 


spite the sentiment ngainst 
President 


Cornelius P. Shea, which has been plain- 
ly manifested nt various times 
during 


the 
convention of 
the 
International 


Brotherhood of Teamsters, there were 
enough delegates favorable to bis ad- 
ministration to secure bin 
re-election. 


Contrary to expectations, Edward Gould, 
who has been Shea's chief opponent, did 
not seek nomination. President Shea's 
only opponent was Daniel Furman of 
Chicago, president of the Truck Drivers' 
union. Shea defeated him by the close 
vote of 129 to. 121. Edward L. Turley, 
secretary-treasurer, who 
was also op- 


posed to the Shea administration, wns 
not re-cleeted. 
He wns 
defeated by 


Thomas L. Hughes of Chicago, 135 to 
113. The seven directors, all of the Shea 
fnction, were elected ns follows: Dennis 
.Crane, New York; Hugh ' McC-ee, Chi- 
cngo; Alexander Dijeau, San Francisco; 
George F. Golden, Chicago; Christopher 
O'Neill, Buffalo; Edward 
L. Moulton, 


Chicago; Edward Murphy, Chicago. 


A STORMY SESSION*. 


The session yesterday 
of the 
In- 


ternational 
Brotherhood 
of Teamsters 


was the stormiest in the history of the 
union. 
Physical violence wns 
several 


times narrowly averted. 
Nothing 
was 


accomplished nnd the convention was nd- 
journed 
until todny to 
permit 
the 


delegntc* to cool down. 
The'disorder 


was the result of n motion made by G. 
W. Briggs to indorse the Chicago strike. 
As soon as the motion was made there 
was .in uproar. Men in all parts of the 
hall began shouting 
and 
shook their 


fisLs at or.e another. 


KEVOLVEKS BLANDISHED. 


During the sensational session 
men 


rushed nt each other across the conven- 
tion floor, brnndishing revolvers. When 
the olimnx'cntnc n dramatic tableau was 
enacted, with President Shea, as the cen- 
tral figure, standing 'disheveled in 
the 


midst of a shouting mob, shaking 
his 


fist and straining his voice in a desper- 
ate nnd almost despairing effort to save 
himself from destruction. 


A few minutes earlier a threatening 


mob gathered about Edward Gould, the 
first vice president, from New York, one 
of Shea's chief opponents. It was cowed 
onlv bv a. revolver thrust in the faces 
of the assailants. The Chicago leader; 
who opposed President Shea during the 
progress of the strike were most con- 
spicuous in the attack on him, although 
the national lenders, Edward Gould, Mi- 
chael F. Casey nnd Charles Robb, took 
part in the debate. 


SHEA RESTORES ORDER. 


For u moment it looked 
a* though 


there would be a crnsh, but President 
Shea, by the vigorous use of his gavel, 
brought 11 s-uinbhincn of order. 


••It does not matter what delegates 


have in their pockets,1' he shouted, "this 


, convention must be conducted in an or- 


derly manner." 


President Shea then became the ob- 


ject of the attack of delegates, 
They 


nocused him of misconducting the strike 
and also niiule general charges of incom- 
potency. 
His friends came to his res- 


cue, nnd then the delegates charged each 
other with bad fnith. ''Cur" and ''liar" 
were among the epithets exchanged. 


Mr, Shea took the door and admitted 


thnt 
tho Montgomery Ward 
strike, 


which started nil the trouble, was not 
indorsed by the general executive board, 
as required by the constitution. 


ADMITS CHANGING RECORDS. 


Dozens of other dolegntes took the 


floor nnd accused one side or the other 
with bud faith, ineompetency, etc., and 
flnnlly President Shen ngnin took the 
floor nnd vigorously defended himself. 
He ngnin told in detail the story of the 
strike. Some one inquired a.bout the ac- 
curacy of some of the union's records, 
to which President Shea made the fol- 
lowing reply: 


"I moire this statement realizing the 


full force of what I sny—realizing that 
inv remarks may be brought ngninst me 
in'a court of justice. I deliberately state 
that I did recommend the changing of 
certain things on the records of the local 
unions of Chicago during and after the 
teamsters' strike, 
bocausq 1 thought 


that the alteration of the records would 
prevent some of our men being indicted."

PORTSMOUTH, N. H,, Aug. 12— 
Con- 


ditions here BO far ns the arrangements 
for the comfort of thu plenipotentiaries 
po, arc far from sntisfnctory nnd in any 
accurate reflection of events here it is 
impossible not to take; notice of the 
complaints heard on all sides. The fact 
that the foreigners do not live He Amer- 
icans do has not been taken into con- 
sideration 'by the hotel management and 
little effort" lias boon made to provide 
for their personal comfort. For instance, 
the Russians, who urc in the habit of 
drinking tea at odd times, cannot obtain 
their customary beverage except during 
regular hours. A group of 
engineers 


were sitting on the veranda last night 
indulging in cooling drinks when one 
of the hotel employees appeared 
and 


without the slightest 
warning turned 


out all the lights. A protest was made, 
but the only reply was. "Lights must 
be put out a"t 12:30." It was one minute 
past the hour. Indignant at this treat- 
ment, one of the party, after some diffi- 
culty, found the key and turned on the 
lights. If one of the envoys, after work- 
ing in his rooms until midnight, wishes 
something to eat, it is impossible for 
him to get it. 


NOT ALLOWED TO SMOKE. 


The Russian mission was 
forced 
to 


leave the dining room because M. \Vitte 
could not smoke while drinking his coffee. 
They are now crowded into a small room 
on tho second floor where are two tables 
arranged elose together. The Japnneso 
preferred to forfeit the luxury of cigar- 
ettes with their coffee rather than smoke 
in a warm room. 
One of the most im- 


portant members of the Russian mission 
has been forced to occupy a room with- 
out a bath and he is not hesitating to lot 
his dissatisfaction be known. Mr. Takn- 
hira, thp .Tapnnme minister, has been fnr 
from well arid M. Witto suffers from the 
heat and the mosquitops. Great welts 
were noticed on the forehead of one of 
the envoys yesterdny, the bite of the 
mosquito* having poisoned him.

was caught by the fonder. Screaming at 
tho top of her voice, the little one wns 
extricated from her dangerous position.

CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—October 
2 wns 


today announced as trial day for twen- 
ty-four packers and lawyers and five cor-, 
porations indicted on charges of combin- 
ing in restraint of commerce, 
accept- 


ing rebates and interfering with govern- 
ment 
witnesses. Between 
tifteeii and 


twenty fresh subpoenas returnable on 
the date named were secretly issued yes- 
terday and were served last night by 
specially detailed deputy marshals. The 
issuance of the papers came as a sur- 
prise to most of the packers. 


This action by District Attorney C B. 


Morrison followed quickly the words of 
President Roosevelt 
in an address at 


Chautauqua yesterday declaring that the 
prosecution of the packers 
would be 


pushed. Even while the president was 
uttering the words the new subpoenas in 
the interest of the government's cases 
were being handed to deputy marshals. 
Secrecy was observed because it was 
feared, as in the search for witnesses for 
the grand jury, that the important wit- 
nesses would flee tho country. Although 
relativelv few subpoenas have yet been 
served, it is believed that between two 
and three 
hundred 
witnesses 
will be 


called from all parts of 
the 
United 


States before the trials have been com- 
pleted.

One of the main features of our na- 


tional governmental policy should be the 
effort to secure adequate :',nd effective 
supervisory and regulatory control over 
..til great corporations doing nn interstate 
business.

It has become our conviction thnt in 


some en.ses, such as that of at least cer- 
tain of the beef packers recently indicted 
in Chicago, it is impossible longer to 
show leniency. 


« • • • 


I believe that all corporations engaged 


in interstate commerce should be under 
the supervision of the national govern- 
ment. 
• • • • 


It may be that we *fmll find that the 


only effective way of exercising this su- 
pervision is to require all corporations 
engaged in interstate commerce to pro- 
duce proof satisfactory * * * that they 
are not pnrties to any contract or com- 
bination or engaged in any monopoly in 
interstate trade. • • * -> 


When, as is now the case, many of the 


great corporations consistently strain the 
hist resources of legal technicality to 
avoid obedience to a low for the reasona- 
ble regulation of their business, the only 
wnv effectively to meet this nttiturc on 
their pur!, is to give to the executive de- 
partment of ihe government a more di- 
rect and therefore more efficient super- 
vision aud control of their management. 
• * • • 


It may be necessary to meet such con- 


ditions ns those with which I am now 
dealing and to strive to procure proper 
supervision and regain lion by the nat- 
ional government of nil great 
corpora- 


tions engaged in interstate commerce or 
doing nn interstate business.

street, deliberately fired two bullets into 
her body, turned the gun on himself and 
sent two shots into his left breast. The 
affair 
created 
intense 
excitement, a 


crowd of three or four hundred assem- 
bled and there were threats of lynch- 
ing the assailant, but the police kept the 
crowd back. The injured girl was picked 
up nnd carried to a house and later tak- 
en to St. Luke's hospital, where physi- 
cians said she would probably die. Mc- 
Kune, caught half a block north of the 
place of shooting, was taken to jail, and 
it was not known until that time he hnd 
shot himself, blood on his shirt telling 
the tale. 
Even then he said he had 


stabbed himself..

fired a second shot, it taking effect in 
her left shoulder. 
Becoming mint, she 


fell to -the sidewnlk and a few moments 
later she was picked up, placed on a 
lawn, and then, carried to the home ot 
Robert 
Christiansou, Two 
shots fol- 


lowed the first two and McKuuc was 
seen to run north on the railway tracks.

better position. The statement is made 
thnt to m:ikc up the deficit now looked 
for everv year, some step will be neces- 
sary to 'make up thn gap. A tax upon 
tea and colfce has been proposed, but the 
stamp tax idea is most fnvoivd by the. 
Ohio men .us being less objectionable. 


What is being looked for i.s sonic pro- 


cess by which somewhercs around fifty 
millions or so may be raised additional 
to the present revenues.

The 
loss for the year 1004 is placed at M,l)02 
or practically S per cent of the popula- 
tion. ]t is necpssaryalmost to say that 
the grent bulk of this Irish immigration 
lins been to the United States and Can- 
nda and as saiil in Trt'-lnmi it is the ener- 
getic, the enterpri.-ing thnt leave the old 
sod, leaving at home the more helpless. 
Tho natural increase of Ireland's popula- 
tion is not. Inrgo nnd no additions arc 
mdc by immigration so that the loss of 
1H04 of :i(i.002 while below that of prev- 
ious years, is yet a matter for the most 
serious consideration. 


What effect the establishment, of the 


home rule demanded by many citizens of 
Ireland would hnve upon the percentage 
of immigration is not to be 
answered 


with the assertion, the Irish people would 
find their conditions sc mneh more sat- 
isfactory that

would 


cense. This is unlikely, th'nngli the leav- 
ing rate might he lessened and year by 
year with grndunl diinini.«hnient, there 
would arrive a period when the natural 
gain might overcome the annual loss, ond 
it might, be that with greatly improved 
conditions in their native land successful 
Irishmen in other lands might much more 
seriously consider the question of

turning to their native soil to spend their 
declining days in comfort, at least far 
more lliaji is the ease nt the present time.

DECLARED UNSOUND 


All Sorts of Theories Concerning 


Treatment and Prescriptions 


.Guaranteed to Cure Flood 


New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS,.La., Aug. 14.—With 


nearly one-half oi^August gone and with 
total deaths since July 13, one month, 
of cj'ly 154, an average of five .a Auy, 
the marine hospital service authorities 
today began the second' week of their 
fight; against tho 
yellow fever here. 


There was a crop of cases on Sunday, as 
is liiual, because Snday inspeetio.n is net 
=o rigid as that on week days, but Dr. 
Wl.ite had his inspectors out early to.lay 
in each of the wards and it will not bo 
surprising if today's list shows some ad- 
vance over that of the preceding twenty- 
four hours. In spite of all the appeal? 
that have been made by the press and 
the federal authorities, there is still 
suppression of cases. 
One instance is 


that of a daughter of a well-known law- 
yer. She is sajd to have had a typical 
case and to have been treated only by 
a near by druggist. When discovered by 
a doctor her condition was 
hopeless. 


Yesterday she died. The consequence, is 
that steps are being taken to compel 
druggists to make prompt reports of all 
cases of illness that come under tlieir 
observation. 


NO INTERFERENCE PROMISED. 
Some friction has existed between the 


doctors nnd the authorities growing out 
of tho recent visit of the inspectors to 
the patients' home, the doctors have re- 
ported. Dr. White, however, has taken 
steps to remove this trouble, declaring 
that the federal authorities will inter- 
fere in no way with physicians who make 
known cases of illness in the precinct. 
Dr. Leach, who came here from Minne- 
sota to try his arsenization theory, is 
making arrangements to have a test in- 
dependent of the doctors. 


USE OF ARSENIC CONDEMNED. 
The New Orleans Medical Society has 


declared the'use of arsenic as unsound 
in theory and nnproven in practice, but 
there is a popular feeling here that Dr. 
Leach ought to have an opportunity to 
make his experiments. In this connec-. 
tion all sorts ol theories are coming 
here concerning the treatment of yel- 
low fever and the city ha.s been flooded 
with, prescriptions that are guaranteed 
to be oiirc cures.

was the result of a motion made by G. 
W. Briggs to indorse the Chicago strike. 
As soon as the motion was made there 
was an uproar. Men in all parts of the 
hall began shouting and 
shook their 


fists at one another. 


REVOLVE US BRANDISHED. 


During the sensational session men 


rushed at each other across the conven- 
tion floor, brandishing revolvers. When 
the climax'came a drJmidtio tableau was 
enacted, with.President Shea as the cen- 
tral figure, standing 'disheveled in 
the 


midst of a shouting mob, shaking his 
fist and straining his voice in a desper- 
ate and almost despairing effort to save 
himself from destruction. 


A few minutes earlier a threatening 


mob gathered about Edward Gould, the 
first vice president, from New York, one 
of Shea's chief opponents. It was cowed 
only by a revolver thrust in the faces 
of the assailants. The Chicago leaderf 
who opposed President Shea during the 
progress of the strike were most con- 
spicuous in the attack on him, although 
the national leaders, Edward Gould, Mi- 
chael F. Casey and Charles Robb, took 
.part in the debate. 


SHEA RESTORES ORDER. 


For a moment it looked as though 


'there would be a crash, but President 
Shea, by the vigorous use of his gavel, 
brought a semblance of order. 


"It does not matter what delegates 


have in their pockets," he shouted, "this 
convention must be conducted in au or- 
derly manner." 


President Shea then became the ob- 


ject of the attack of delegates. They 
accused him of misconducting the strike 
and also made general charges of incom- 
petency. 
His friends came to his res- 


cue, and then the delegates charged each 
other with bad faith. "Cur" and "liar" 
were among the epithets .exchanged. 


Mr. Shea took the Hoor and admitted 


that the Montgomery 
Ward 
strike, 


which started all the trouble, was not 
indorsed by the general executive board, 
as required by the constitution. 


ADMITS CHANGING RECORDS. 


Dozens of other delegates took the 


floor and accused ono side or the other 
with bad faith, ineouipctcney, etc., and 
finally President Shea ngnin took the 
floor and vigorously defended himself. 
He again told in detail tbe story of the 
strike. Some one inquired n.bout the ac- 
curacy of some of the union's records, 
to which President Shea made the fol- 
lowing reply: 


"I make this statement realizing the 


full force of what I say—realizing that 
my remarks may be brought against me 
in n court of justice. I deliberately state 
that I did recommend the changing of 
certain things on the records of the local 
unions of Chicago during nnd nfter the 
teamsters' strike, 
because) I 
thought 


that the alteration of the records would 
prevent some, of our men being indicted."

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Aug. 12— Con- 


ditions here so far as the arrangements 
for the comfort of the plenipotentiaries 
go, are far from satisfactory and in any 
accurate reflection of events here it is 
impossible not to take notice of the 
complaints heard on all sides. The fact 
that the foreigners do not live as Amer- 
icans do has not been taken into con- 
sideration' by the hotel management and 
little effort has been made to provide 
for their personal comfort. For instance, 
the Russians, who are in the habit of 
drinking tea at odd times, cannot obtain 
their customary beverage except during 
regular hours. A group of 
engineers 


were sitting on the veranda last night 
indulging in cooling drinks when one 
of the hotel employees appeared 
and 


without the slightest 
warning turned 


out all the lights. A protest was made, 
but the only reply was. "Lights must 
be put out at 12:30." It was one minute 
past the hour. Indignant at this treat- 
ment, one of the party, after some diffi- 
culty, found the key and turned on the 
lights. If one of the envoys, after work- 
ing in his rooms until midnight, wishes 
something to eat, it is impossible for 
him t-o get it. 


NOT ALLOWED TO SMOKE. 


The Russian mission was 
forced 
to 


leave the dining room because M. Witte 
could not smoke while drinking his coffee. 
They are now crowded into a small room 
on the second floor where are two tables 
arranged close together. The Japanese 
preferred to forfeit the luxury of cigar- 
ettes with their coffee rather than smoke 
in a warm room. One of the most im- 
portant members of the Russian mission 
has been forced to occupy a room with- 
out a bath and he is not hesitating to let 
his dissatisfaction be known. Mr. Taka- 
hira, the Japanese minister, has been far 
from well and M. Witte suffers from the 
heat and the mosquitoes. 
Great welts 


were noticed on the forehead of one of 
the envoys yesterday, the bite 
of the 


mosquitos having poisoned him. 


GAME WARDEN IS ALERT 


TRIAL OF PACKERS OCT. 2 


Following 
Roosevelt's Words 


Conies Prompt Action by 


the Government. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—October 
2 was 


today announced as trial day for twen- 
ty-four packers and lawyers and five cor-, 
porations indicted on charges of combin- 
^ing in restraint of commerce, 
accept- 


ing rebates and interfering with govern- 
ment witnesses. Between 
fifteen and 


twenty fresh subpoenas returnable 
on 


the date named were secretly issued yes- 
terday and were served last night by 
specially detailed deputy marshals. The 
issuance of the papers came as a sur- 
prise to most of the packers. 


This action by District Attorney C B. 


Morrison followed quickly the words of 
President Roosevelt 
in an address at 


Chautauqua yesterday declaring that the 
prosecution of the packers 
would be 


pushed. Even while the president was 
uttering the words the new subpoenas in 
the interest of the government's cases 
were being handed to deputy marshals. 
Secrecy was observed because it was 
feared, as in the search for witnesses for 
the grand jury, that the important wit- 
nesses would flee the country. Although 
relatively few subpoenas have yet been 
served, it is believed that between two 
and three hundred witnesses 
will be 


called from all parts of 
the 
United 


States before the trials have been com- 
pleted.

Violaters of Fish and Game Laws 


Warned—Pot Hnnters Will 


be Arrested. 


It is known that certain persons have 


been violating the fish and game laws 
in this vicinity. Cp the river nets have 
been used and set hooks operated. 
On 


some of the inland lakes the same con- 
ditions have existed. 
This was before 


any of the deputy game wardens were 
appointed. Since Captain John Pngh re- 
ceived his commission -he has -been on the 
alert, but the violators of the law ap- 
pear to have become aware of his ac- 
tivity and stopped the practice. 


One man on the ha.rbor piers ignorant-

Mc- 
Kune, caught half a block north of the 
place of shooting, was taken to jail, and 
it was not known until that time he had 
shot himself, blood on his shirt telling 
tho tale. 
Even thon he said he had 


stabbed himself.. 


EMPLOYED BY HIS FATHER. 


Miss Nelson, who is one of the 
most 


popular young girls on the south side. 
a sister of Dr. A. L. Nelson, has been 
employed for a long time in. the piano 
store of John McKune of College avenue, 
father of Cornelius McKuno. Here the 
son was also employed and he became 
vcrv well acquainted with the girl, but 
there was no unusual friendship between 
them. 
On account of the habits of his 


son, Mr. McKune, although ho ,hnd taken 
him back a number of times, 
refused 


some weeks ago to again give him a 
trial. He imagined that everyone .friend- 
ly to his father, or who was employed 
by him, was influencing the parent not 
to- keep-him in the store, and this was 
particularly a fact in regard to Miss 
Nelson, who was a good 
saleswoman 


and valuable assistant in tho store. 


STARTED }'OR HOME. 


After the store was closed last even- 


ing, Miss Nelson started for her home 
and was walking on, the south side of 
Tenth street, going 
west. 
When sho 


reached the railway tracks a man. sprang 
out from the roadside. She recognized 
Cornelius McKune. 
Before she had a 


chance to say anything ho whipped out 
n. revolver, placed it close to her left 
breast and tired. 
With a. scream she 


turned ajid started to run west and he 
fired a second shot, it taking effect in 
her left shoulder. Becoming faint, she 
fell to -the sidewalk and a few moments 
Inter she was picked up, placed on a 
lawn, and then carried to the home of 
Robert 
Christiansen. 
Two 
shots fol- 


lowed the first two and McKune was 
seen to run north on the railway tracks. 


CAPTURE OF McKUNE. 


In a short space of time a crowd of 


people gathered and several started after 
McKune. 
Louis 
and 
Halgcr 
Olson 


caught him between Ninth and Tenth 
streets. It woa not known that he hud 
shot himself and he denied having shot 


; tlio girl, but he was held and the policu 


• notified. 
In a. short time tho patrol 


wagon, with Chief of Police Pfi.ster, Desk 
Sergeant Martin Johnson 
and others, 


were 011 the ground. Great excitement 
enoued and all kinds of stories were in 
circulation. The wounded girl was tak- 
en in 
tho wagon and so was Mclvunc. 


She was unconscious, but revived suffi- 
ciently to say that McKune had shot 
her. 
With ail possible haste she was 


taken to the hospital, and Drs. Hansen, 
lier brother. Dr. Nott and Dr. John 
Meachem were there to attend her in- 
juries. 


McKUNE SHOWS NERVE. 


Leaving the girl at the ^hospital, the 


police returned to the scene of the shoot- 
ing to search for tiic revolver. 
It had 


been found by George Veth and 
was 


handed over to the. officers. 
Tho gun 


was a 32-ealibre, five-barreled 
revolver, 


and four shots had been tired, one car- 
tridge remaining in the weapon. All ol 


man, his wound no doubt being 
very 


painful. 
One bullet was in his lung, 


which caused hemorrhage. 


_ONE BULLET REMAINS IN BODY. 


Tlie injured man was taken to the 


hospital. In 'leaving the jail he walked 
with assistance down the stairs from a 
cell- on the second floor and laid down 
on the stretcher, only one groan escap- 
ing him. At the 
hospital, Dr. H. J. 


Brehm was waiting, 
and 
assisted by 


Drs. Mcachcm, Nott and Sorenscri, made 
an examination. ' Both wounds were in 
the left breast. As the man was placed 
on the 'operating table a, bullet dropped 
to the floor. 
This had entered, three 


inches below the heart, glanced to the 
left on a rib and came out of the side. 
Tlie other bullet went straight in close 
to the heart and could not be extracted. 
Evidences were apparent that it pene- 
trated the lung, for the reason there was 
considerable hemorrhage. 
McKune was 


in a very weak condition and the opin- 
ion prevailed that he could not recover. 


MISS NELSON'S INJURIES. 


In the meantime Miss Nelson had re- 


gained consciousness at St. Luke's hos- 
pital and made the statement that Me- 
Kune sprang from beside the road and 
shot her in the breast; that the shot 
was so close it set her dress on fire and 
burned her skin; that she ran and he 
shot hur in the back. 
The physicians 


made an examination of both wounds. 
They found that the bullet entering the 
breast struck a rib, glanced up and" was 
easily removed. 
Tlie shot from behind 


entered under the shoulder1 'and could 
not be located and is still in her body. 
While dangerously hurt and there ^.'was 
danger, the physicians hoped she would 
ultimately 'recover. 


STORY OF EYE WITNESSES. 
.' 


Mrs. J: Rapps, who lives adjoining the 


tracks oa Tenth street, saw the shots 
firc'cl. She was sealed on her front steps 
and shots, first attracted her attention. 
Two were fired and she saw a girl run- 
ning towards her. 
She was dressed. in 


white and her dress was) on fire. It 
looked to her as if the girl was fifty feet 
south of the 
street on 
the 
railway 


tracks, and that she turned to go west 
and fell. 
Then there 
were two more 


shots and she saw a man run north. At 
the time she did' not know who the par- 
ties were, but realized that the man had 
shot the woman. Crowds gathered, the 
injured girl was carried to a grass plat 
and then to the G'hristiaiisen home. The 
police came, the man was caught and 
the injured woman and he were taken 
away in the patrol wagon. 


STORIES WERE WRONG. 


Stories -were circulated that McKune 


was in love with the young girl, that 
she repulsed his advances, that he had 
coaxed her out, and when she repulsed. 
him, he became enraged and deliberately 
attempted to murder her and then com- 
mit suicide. So far ns McKune paying 
attention to the girl, that is absolutely 
false, and he was never known to make 
any advances toward her. On the con- 


appeared and the son was. accused, of 
taking it, but this he denied. He went 
to his mother and informed her that lie 
had secured a position in Kenosha; that 
if he had money enough to pay his board 
for a 
week he 
would go 
there 'and 


straighten up. She managed to get $4.25 
from the father and gave it to the son. 
BOUGHT

With this money he is supposed to

This loads to the suspicion that .young 
McKune had planned to use the razor in 
killing some one or himself, but upon 
getting money, decided upon the gun. 
At any rate he did use it on Miss Nel- 
son and himself. 


CONSUMED BY JEALOUSY. 


It was well known to the family that 


"Con" was jealous of any and all per- 
sons who were friendly with his father 
and those employed by him. He imag- 
ined 
that 
these people influenced his 


father not to allow him to return to 
the store. Toward Miss Nelson this im- 
agination was unusually strong and he 
was often heard to say that Dora was 
the cause of his fa.tlVer not taking him 
back Mo work. While in this state 
o) 


mind lie went out and drank liquor and 
it farther crazed him and the imagina- 
tion grew stronger and no doubt he de- 
termined to kill the girl, 


HE WAS INTOXICATED. 
_ 


McKune was seen about town intoxl 


cafced yesterday and hist evening. 
Un 


doubtedly he went to the railway tracks 
knowing that Miss Nelson took Tenth 
street going home, and lay in wait for 
her, and when she came along sprang 
upon and shot her. 'Then, realizing whai 
he had done, he turned the gun upon 
himself, intending to end his life, and i 
seems remarkable that both survived the 
wounds. 
Afterwards he 
said that hi 


had nothing against Dora, but that b 
was crazy drunk and could give no ex 
cusc for the terrible act, only rcgrettin; 
he did not kill himself. 


THE CRIME LAMENTED. 


Expressions of sorrow were heard on 


nil sides because o f : the terrible affaii 
While McKune. was rather dissolute,air 
had not behaved himself as;he should 
treating his wife and father and mothc 
badly, .it was admitted 
all had don 


every tiling possible to reform and mak 
a ma.n of him, but he was a slave to th 
liquor habit and,there_seemed to be n 
power 'to break him'of'i't.' The father i 
a substantial 
business man 
and th 


mother a most kindly woman, and th 
poor wife, although abused many times 
had faithfully stuck to her husband ui 
til a short time:ago; then breaking u 
housekeeping, she and her young chil 


tra.ry. McKune was jealous and imagined 
that the girl, o-s well as any,.other per- 
son friendly to his father, was instru- 
mental in his father 
refusing to take 


him back in the store, and that 
was 


particularly true in regard to his imagi- 
nations toward Miss Nelson, but wholly 
without cause, as the father simply re- 
fused to longer tolerate the son on ac- 
count of his drinking habits and let him 
out. 


THE REAL CAUSE. 


Cornelius McKune was a slave to the 


liquor habit. On this account ho ran 
away a number of years ago, deserting 
his wife, who was in a delica.to condi- 
tion.

the ticket, his clothing and everything 
•ho had to get money for liquor and then 
come home in rags. The father became 
discouraged and refused many times to 
further assist the boy, but the mother 
always came to the rescue and pleaded 
for just one more chance and the father 
gave in.

three 
months he was 


quite steady, but three weeks ago he re- 
peated the act and the father positively 
refused to take him back in the store. 
Tho mother, however, begged the father 
to give her money for clothing. 
She 


took her son to a store and bought a 
suit of clothing, not daring t'o trust him 
with the money.

the petition was duly presented to the 
federal court in that city setting- mi var- 
ious matters and defenses against Chi-

IRELAND'S ST13AI>V 1OSS IJf POPU- 


LATION. 


Irish immigration while on a smaller 


scale than some j'ears ago. is yet too 
large for comfortable reflections on the 
part of England. Sinee the year 1850, 3,- 
007.013 natives of Ireland have left their 
native land, equivalent to a loss of 74 
per cent in the total population. The 
loss for the year J004 is placed at 3U,I)02 
or practically 8 per cent of the nomila- 
tion. It is necessary (almost to say that 
the great bulk.of this Irish immigration 
1ms been to the United States and Can- 
ada and a.s said in Ireland it is the ener- 
getic, the enterprising t.lint leave the old 
sod, leaving at home the more helpless. 
The natural increase of Ireland's popula- 
tion is not large and no additions are 
mcle by immigration so that the loss of 
1004 of 30,002 while below that of prev- 
ious years, is yet a matter for the most 
serious consideration. 


What effect the establishment, of the 


home rule demanded by many citizens of 
Ireland would have upon the percentage 
of immigration is not to be answered 
With the assertion, the Irish people would 
find their conditions so much more sat- 
isfactory that 
the ftf part ures 
would 


cease. This is unlikely, though the leav- 
ing rate might bo lessened and j'ear by 
year with gradual rHmini.shnient, there 
would arrive a period when the natural 
gain might overcome the annual loss, and 
it might be that with greatly improved 
conditions in their native land successful 
Irishmen in. other lands might much more 
seriously consider Hie question of 
re- 


turning to their native soil to spend their 
declining days in comfort, at least far 
more than is the ease at the present time. 
Citizens of other countries are doing this 
to some extent, where the laws will not 
seize them for infractions of the military 
laws in force when they left and with 
improved factors in Irelnnd's home af- 
fairs, there arc reasons for believing it 
would be so there, but to a much larger 
extent, because bad as were the causes 
that bid them to go to other lands when 
younger, there was no forced military 
service, the bane of continental Europe. 


But so long as present causes prevail 


so long will Irish immigration continue, 
perhaps, ho\vev«r, nt a slower rate as

The valuation given does 
not include the value of Pullman cars or 
private cars, which is.givcn respectively 
as $51,000,000 and $74,000,000.. 


The publication is intended to show 


the estimate placed ou the railroads for 
business purposes, .and it purports to 
give their market value rather than the 
tax valuations. In a uote it is explained 
that "the value submitted was deter- 
mined not with a, view to discovering a 
proper purchase price for the railways 
of the United States nor as. a basis for 
taxing these railway properties, but as 
one step in ascertaining for the census 
bureau the total wealth of the 
United
